The loss will probably reach J500,- 


600 and SOO people are thrown oat ot 
employment. There were no casual- 
ties, though the buildings were crowd- 
ed with employes when the fire wat 
discovered. 


The fire originated in the blowing 


rooni ot the hat factory of William 
Reed & Company, on the lower flow 
of the Shethar building. Two larg« 
gii* meters exploded immediately aftei 
the flames burst forth, and the escap- 
ing gas from the meters helped to feed 
the flames. 


Within a few minutes the flre was 


breaking through the windows of th« 
first and second stories. There weri 
600 men and girls in the building, tn« 
third, fourth and fifth floors of which 
were occupied by tfie silk factories. 


Intense excitement prevailed whil« 


the employes left the building by tfc* 
flre escapes, tfie girls being taken out 
first, and all losing their street clothes, 
so little time was given. The fire SOOE 
ate out the heart of the building and 
then portions of the walls fell. Th« 
wind caried the flames to the bnildinf 
occupied by Rowland 
Brothers, hat

l^he city new receives in a year m mar- 
ket rents f385,000, exclusive of vault 
rente and market permits.

Mr. John Stuart Mill has not failed, 


nor can ho fail. To ascertain whether a 
man is a failure we must ascertain 
what he aims at. 
Mr. Mill ne\er 


thought to startle and dazzle the house 
by ius oratory, as Disraeli did when be 
first rose to speak. Mr. Mill has no ora- 
torical gifts, and he knows it, noi can 
he be called a rhetorician. He is a close 
reasoner and addresses himself directly 
to our reasoning powers, and, though 
he has great command of language, a* 
all his hearers know, he never conde- 
scends to deck out his arguments in rhe- 
torical finery to catch applause. Mr. 
Mill did not succeed as an orator, but 
then be did tot attempt oratory He did 
not excite a furore of cheering, but then 
he neither expected nor wished for ap- 
plause. 


Mr. Mill, we should say, cares very 
httle for applause. Bapturons cheenng 
•nob as that which Mr. Hortman and * 
Me. Lowe can evoke would, we venture 
to think, be an offense to Mr. Mill. He 
would perhaps ask, with the old Roman 
orator, "What^ foolish thing have I said 
that these people applaud?" And in- 
deed we ourselves have after long ex- 
perience come to think that applause in 
tbe home of commons is often uproari- 
ous in pr^pcrtion to the foolishnes* of 
toe B^stiment which calls it forth. 
Deep attention broken only by signifi- 
cant murmur* is to our mind far more 
oomphmertary to a speaker than fierce 
and uproarious applause.

In "Greater" Hew Tort. 


The five Herald free ice stations be- 


gan their second day's distribution of 
ice in the crowded districts of the city 
at 8 o'clock yesterday momicg. Al- 
though the stations were open for only 
two hours en Sunday, the crowds before 
the doors exceeded those of Saturday, 
the opening day, when the stations 
were open until noon. 


What delighted, expectant crowds 


they were toe! Old women and young, 
decrepit men, eager 
children, all 


thronged the lines, bearing vessels of 
all shapes and sizes, impatient to have 
them filled and to carry the cooling con- 
tents off to bring relief to sufferers in 
stifling rooms in the great tenements, 


The men in charge of the stations 


worked liko beavers during those two 
hoars. They cut up the 300 pound 
blocks of ice into 20 and 30 pound por- 
tions, damped them into the big zino 
lined ice chests and distributed them in 
doable quick tune. 


"Thank yon'" "God bices you for 
it!" and like expressions came from the 
lips of the recipients in a half dozen 
different dialects. 


A most pathetic case was that of a 


poor Bohemian woman wbo walked to 
the station at No. 262 Avenue B all the 
way from East Seventieth street Her 
husband is lying in their miserable hot 
room, ill with typhoid fever. "The dis- 
trict doctor told me I'd have to get ice 
for him," she said. "He told me about 
The Herald's stations then. Oh, I'd car- 
lj- the ice twice as far if I thought it 
would save my poor husband's life." 
She carefully covered op the double 
portion that was given to her, shoul- 
dered it and bravely started off on her 
long journey. 


Dozens of cases fully as pathetic may 


be observed at the stations any morning. 
The heroic struggles of the poor, the 
unwearying efforts of mothers and sis- 
ter* nad brothers to carry their pittance 
of relief to loved ones, may be witnessed 
there.—New York Herald.

A dispatch from Anderson, Ind., 


states '.hat the Standard is to have 
more opposition in the new Indiana 
oil field, which will also extend 
throughout the oil field and possibly 
into Ohio. A company is being or- 
ganized by Indianapolis parties for 
the purpose of running a pipe line 
from that city into the oil fields. 
They will make Indianapolis a receiv- 
ing station, and will operate thereon 
the same order of the Ondabys in 
Chicago— by contracting with manu- 
facturers to deliver oil for fuel pur- 
poses for a period of five years at a 
given ram per barrel. 


The coal strike is furthering this 


scheme materially, and if it continues 
it will prove a great thing for the 
new company. It is intimated that 
major C. T. Doxey, the great Indiana 
natural gas king, is at the head of 
the new organization. 


OIL OH THK RIVER. 


A telegram from Anderson to the 
Toledo Blade says Anderson has an- 
other touch of oil fever. For the 
past two days ail has been coming 
down White river coating the surf ace 
with a thick akum. A few hours 
after it was noticed hundreds of peo- 
ple went to the river and began to go 
up stream. Tbe exact location could 
not be found. It seems that it is 
oozing from the ground about three 
miles north of the city.
